to quarry not feasible 


The San Bernardino County 
Board of Supervisors agreed last 
week that it is not financially 
feasible to build a 40-acre park 
adjacent to a sand and gravel 
quarry proposed north of Rancho 
Cucamonga. 

The supervisors certified that 
the developer of the quarry, 
Fourth Street Rock Crusher, had 
acted in good faith to satisfy the 
condition set by the board Aug 
18 when it approved the quarry 
project. 

Senior Planner Joseph 
Bellandi said the condition 
required the developer to do a 
study of the feasibility of 
building and maintaining the 
park. 

“The cost of acquiring and 
maintaining the park makes it

(Just North of Foothill) 
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infeasible,” Bellandi said. 

He said the county and the 
developer each would have had 
to pay for half of the project. It 
would have cost $1.6 million to 
buy the land, $3.6 million to build 
the park and $160,000 to 
maintain the park each year, he 
said. 

County Supervisor Cal 
McElwain, whose district 
includes the 485-acre quarry site, 
said he was Satisfied that the 
developer had made an adequate 
effort regarding the condition. 

The board’s vote included a 
resolution that even without the 
park, the quarry project's 
benefits should be 
considerations that outweigh the 
potential adverse environmental 
effects of the project. 
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through its Hope Ministry, 
Moore said. But the program 
only pays for a motel room fora 
single weeknight or a weekend 
at a time, he said. 

“It’s not enough. It’s a terrible 
thing to see them out on the 
street again,” he said.

Churches saw to it less fortunate had happy holiday

Thanks to the efforts of local 
churches, hundreds of West 
Valley residents who could not 
afford a traditional 
Thanksgiving dinner enjoyed 
turkey and all the trimmings 
last week. 


Mike Miller was one of 75 
people gathered in the parking 
lot next to Questward 
Foundation Ministries on Holt 
Boulevard, enjoying one of the 
church’s first round of dinners. 
If it weren’t for the church, he 
said he probably wouldn't be 
eating at all. 

“| wouldn't be having 
Thanksgiving dinner. I'd be 
sitting in a park somewhere,” 
he said. He is one of the 
approximately 40 homeless 
men sheltered at the church 

Earlier, the Hands of Love 
Ministries of the Word of Life 
Church of God in Ontario fed 
about 1,800 people at the 
Salvation Army church on 
Euclid Avenue during three 
shifts from 11:30 a.m. to 1 p.m 

Six other local churches 
joined in the effort, leading to 
an overabundance of 
volunteers, said organizer 
Shirley Smith. 

“It’s incredible. Anyone that 
you see with a patch (name tag) 
on here has given up their 
Thanksgiving to come and help 
these people,” she said. 

The diners, mostly young 


families and senior citizens, 
attended a brief service before 
joining the line for turkey and 
mashed potatoes. 


“We feed them the word and 
then we feed them the food,” 
said organizer Shirley Smith. 


Over at Questward the crowd 
was made up of a lot of 
homeless men, as well as a few 
couples and some families. 

“We basically are ministering 
to the homeless people and the 
street people,” said director the 
Rev. George Spaicia. 

He said that the diners 
included many of the men 
staying at Questward, as well as 
others who heard of the dinner 
through word of mouth. 

Spaicia said about 250 people 
showed up for the plates of 
turkey and sweet potatoes 
during the four-hour long affair. 

“It’s about half what we 
expected,” he said, but added 
that many of the area's hungry 
were probably feasting at the 
various other dinners offered by 
charitable organizations in the 
area. 

“| don’t doubt that. They'd be 
here if they didn't,” he said 

Neither organization required 
proof of need, but opened their 
doors and passed out food to 
everyone who showed up. 

“Anyone that wants to can 
get fed,’ Smith said. ‘It’s not 
up to us to decide who needs it 
We can't judge what their inside 
needs are.” 


Many of the senior citizens 
come for the dinner more out of 
the need for companionship 
than food, said volunteer 
Loretta Little of the Hands of 
Love Ministries. 


Smith said she started the 
dinners three years ago after 
she had helped out with the 
Thanksgiving dinners handed 
out on Skid Row in Los 
Angeles. 


“| thought if they did it in 
Skid Row we couid do it in 
Ontario,” she said. 

The first year saw about 780 
diners and last year it was up to 
1,048, Salvation Army Capt 
Keith Bottjen said. 

The Questward program is 
also growing, Spaicia noted 

“We had about 150 last year 
and that was before people 
knew where we were,” he said 
But this year’s total topped last 
year’s by about 100, he said 

Dinah LeMay of Ontario and 
her two youngsters joined the 
diners at Questward becauss 
the spiritual goodwill 
associated with the church, she 
said.

“Evictions are probably the 
most common thing, or long 
term unemployment,” Moore 
said. “They don't wait to be 
evicted. They just store their 
furniture and live out of their 
cars 

It is those families that St 
Mark's transitional shelter would

Assessment districts should 
be used to fund burying of 
Rancho Cucamonga’s overhead 
utility cables, according to a 
report recently released by the 
city's Chamber of Commerce 

D. Thomas Flynn, chairman of 
the chamber’s (Utiltiy) 
Undergrounding Subcommittee, 
wrote that it is ‘the feeling of 
the subcommittee that separate 
funding was neeeded to 
accomplish the total goal of 
undergrounding all utilities 
within the city.” 

“After much discussion,” the 
report continues, “an 
assessment district seemed to 
be the most appropiate method 
of funding.” 

At present, the city’s Planning 
Commission requires developers 
to bury overhead telephone, 
cable television and utility wires 
or pay for their future 
undergrounding 

The chamber’s Economic 
Development Committee 
assigned Flynn and his 
subcommittee to look into a 
more comprehensive plan to 
bury the cables 

The Planning Commission has 
been requiring developers to 
bury the city’s cables since last 
fall in an effort to beautify the 
city. According to Flynn's report, 
185 miles of cables have been 
buried and 152.7 miles remain 
yverhead 

The large cost of this task — 
especially in the already 
leveloped areas of the city - 
lrive the need to form an

} ever, measurements taken 
off landfill property in 
nei Oring residential areas 
found no evidence that the 
chemicals are leaking in 
gaseous form, according to the 
study by the South Coast Air 
Quality Management District. 

The two-year study of 20 
Southern California landfills was 
released this week after delivery 
to the Environmental Protection 
Agency. The EPA commissioned 
the study for $70,000 to identify 
which Southern California 
landfills need additional 
attention and possible cleanup 
measures, according to the air 
quality district’s laboratory 
manager Margil W. Wadley. 

One other trash dump in the 
county, the Redlands Landfill, 
also was found to contain 
measurable levels of vinyl! 
chloride and benzene although 


they were “low” and “very low”’ 
respectively, Wadley said. 

Benzene is a chemical found 
in gasoline and paint thinners, 
household chemicals only 
recently prohibited from 
dumping in most landfills 
Wadley said. 

“We believe the vinyl chloride 
is being generated within the 
landfills by biological action,” he 
said. 

The Upland Landfill at the 
corner of Campus Avenue and 
14th Street, had ‘pretty 
exciting’ concentrations of vinyl 
chloride within the trash heap, 
Wadley said. 


“The benzene level is 
considerably higher in Upland 
than at the Redlands site,” he 
added. 


The measurements are not 
sufficient to be considered 
ambient threats, although no 
study was done of the 
surrounding water table. 


Wadley said Upland was one 
of only five landfills for which 
off-site readings were taken to 
determine whether the chemical 
gases were escaping.
